Postal  ClerKk  Ready 
For  Strike  Walk-  Out 


Complete  Tie-Up  of  Mail  Sefvice  Likely— Govern- 

ment  Will  Hear  Complaints,  But  Threaten 

Drastic  Action  if  Strike  Is  Not  Ended 

—  Public   Meeting  Tonight. 


'LONDON,  July  Si. — A  Russian 
wireless  message  gives  the  text  of  an 
agreement  between  Oreat  Britain, 
the  United  States,  France  and  the 
Murman  regional  council  "for  the 
defence  of  the  Murman  region 
against  the  powers  of  the  German 
coalition."  The  Russian  forces  will 
be  under  a  commander  appointed  by 
the  council,  but  admiselon  of  Rus- 
sian volunteers  into  the  Allied  forces 
will  be  permitted,  according  to  the 
message.  The  three  Entente  powers 
are  to  iJfOVtde  the  Russlah  command^ 
with  the  necesHary  equipment.  They 
agree  not  to  Interfere  In  the  home 
affairs  of  the  region. 

In  view  of  the  impossibility  of  im- 
porting food  from  Russia,  the  three 
powers  promise  a«  far  as  possible  to 
sedure  food  for  the  whole  popula- 
tion of  the  region,  the  distribution  of 
which  win  be  carried  out  by  trtiat- 
wtorthy    Russian    troops. 

They  undertake,  further,  to  secure 
the  importation  of  necessary  manu- 
faetnred  goods  and  material  for  con- 
struction  work  and   other   purposes. 

The  powers  declare  "the  only  ob- 
ject of  the  agreement  is  to  guard  tha 
Integrity  of  the  Murmansk  region 
for  a  great,  united  Russia." 

The  agreement.  It  Is  stated,  was 
sanctioned  by  the  Murman  regional 
council  on  July  7.  and  subsequently 
by  its  genera!  assei^bly,  without  op- 
position. 

A  Russian  wireless  dispatch  rfoalv- 
ed  here  tonight  says:

"There  Is  every 
hope,"  the  dispatch,  which  was  sent 
by  ReuteV's  correspondent,  adds,  that 
the  situation  created  ^y  the  move- 
ment of  Oeneral  Horvath,  the  antl- 
Bolshevlkl  leader,  will  be  liquidated 
and  the  danger  of  chrll  war  averted,

Ask  for  Discussion  of  Irish 
Question  on  Lines  Laid  Down

LONDON.  July  2S.— The  Irish  Na- 
tionalists returned  to  Parliament  after 
a  three  months'  absence  which  was  due 
to  the  Oovernment's  decision  to  intro- 
duce conscription  in  Ireland.  At  a 
meeting  previous  to  the  assembling  of 
the  Commons,  the  Nationalists  decided 
to  put  down  a  motion  regarding  Irish 
affairs  which  Will  allow  a  general  dis- 
cussion if  the  Oovemment  can  give  a 
day  for  It. 

John    Dillon,    the   Nationalist   leader, 
gave  notice  in  the  House  of  Conmons 
today   that   he   would   ask   the  aovern-^ 
meat  tomorrow  for  a  day   fpr  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  following  motion: 

"That  the  policy  pursued  toward  Ire- 
land by  the  Oovernment  Is  inconsis- 
tent with  the  great  principles  for  the 
vindication  of  which  the  Allied  powers 
are  carrying  on  the  war.  This  policy 
has  greatly  alienated  and  CAasperatod 
the  Irish  people,  and,  jt  perslated  in, 
will  further  alienate  and  exasperate 
thepi  and  will  steadily  Increase  the  dif- 
ficulty of  reaching  a  settemen^  of  the 
Irish  queatlon  on  the  basis  of  friend- 
ship between  the  BritUh  and  Irish 
nationa. 

"That  this  House  entirely  endorses 
the  prtedples  laid  down  by  Presiden'. 
Wilson  la  his  great  speech  at  tha  grave

LONDON,  July  23.— The  French  attack  near  Monfdidieit 
today  was  a  very  well-planned  and  successful  minor  operation, 
and,  according  to  dispatches  received  this  afternoon  from  the 
battlefront,  was  presumably  designed  as  a  diversion,  aiming, 
at  keeping  the  enemy's  mind  occi^pied  and  preventing  hirtl 
I  from  sending  large  remforcements  to  the  southward. 

At  the  same  time  it  also  effected  an  important  local  im- 
provement in  the  line  at  a  sector  where  every  advance  means 
better  protection  for  Amiens  and  ^aris.  The  French  attacked 
on  a  four-mile  front  after  an  hour's  bombardment  of  the  Ger- 
man lines,  and  captured  all  three  villages  of  Sauvillers, 
i^ubvlllers  and  Mailly-Raineval  within  fifteen  minutes.

About  1,000  more  prisoners  have 
been  counted  by  the  Entente  In  the 
past  24  hours.  Of  this  number  about 
half  have  been  credited  to  the  Amer- 
icans and  British,  but  as  a  matter  of 
fact  the  Allies  Just  now  are  far  too 
busy  to  devote  much  time  to  the 
counting  of  prisoners.  Fighting  of 
tile  fiercest  character  continues,  Tha 
present  to-and-fro  struggling  all  along 
the  Soissons- Rheims  loop  Is  very 
close,  strenuous  work,  Vnd  probably 
not  so  many  prisoners  are  being  taken 
as  would  be  the  case  in  a  ^ract  ad- 
vance or  a  retreat  action. 

Tliere  has*  bean  little  change  in 
the  past  84  hours  In  the  appearance 
of  the  Solssons-Rhelms  pocket  as 
It  appears  on  the  map.  What  changes 
have  baan  macte  there  are  all  to  the 
advantage  of  the  Allies.  The  French 
and  Americans  have  gained  further 
ground  in  the  bottom  of  the  pocket. 
The  French  also  are  pressing  hard 
on  the  line  south  of  Bolssons,  and  the 
map  shows  advances  of  1,000  yards  or 
so  at  Beveral  points.

pass. The  position  of  the  enemy  is 
critical,  owing  to  the  relentless  pres- 
aure  maintained  by  Foch,  whose  tac- 
tics may  atlll  turn  the  enemy  retreat 
into  an  enemy  rout. 

To  avoid  this,  experts  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  enemy  must  draw 
further  upon  his  reaervea.  probably 
from  the  forcea  facing  the  Britlah 
front.  Neverlheleaa  the  advance 
effected  by  the  Britlah  collaboration 
with  the  French  forces  waa  moat  Im- 
portant, aa  it  neceaaltated  the  palling 
of  the  reaervea  by  the  Germana.  The 
Inactivity  of  the  infantry  north  of  the 
Ourcq,  In  the  Champagne  region,  yea- 
terday  la  aeml-offlcially  ascribed  by 
Parla  to  be  enormoua  German 
loesea,  the  extent  of  which  can  not 
t>e  calculated. 

On  the  front  with  Gouraud'a  army 
alone,  60,000  Germana  were  put  out 
of  action  by  hundreds  of  guns,  which 
were  unmasked  only  when  the  as- 
saulting wavea  crossed  the  covering 
'zone  and  approsiehed  the  real  line  of 
reaiatance.

Still  Progressing 

PARIS,  July  23.' — In  apite  of  the 
deaperate  resistance  of  the  Germana, 
the  entry  into  the  line  of  eoem.y  rein- 
forcementa and  counter-attacka  deliv- 
ered repeatedly  by  the  foe,  the  victory 
of  the  Alllea  continuea  to  develop. 

Not  only  have  the  Allied  poaitlons 
been  held  intact  against  the  enemy's 
asaaults.  but  at  certain  other  points 
further  progress  haa  been  made.  The 
newspapers  of  Parla -remark  that  the 
victory  is  growing  not  only  In  relation 
to  the  ground  conquered  by  the  Alllea, 
but  alao  in  atrateglo  advantagea,  the 
purpoae  of  which  Is  being  oonatantly 
augmented. 

.Military  crttlca  are  unanlnaeus  In 
saying  that  General  LudendorfTs 
forces  are  being  exert^  to  protect 
HIS. retreat  for  the  army  along  the 
Marne,  there  being  many  Indications 
Of  the  German  intention  to  retire. 
The  capt\ire  of  the  village  of  Epleds 
and  the  paaaage  of  the  Mont  St.

LONDON,  July  88. — ^According  to 
(The  Manchester  Ooardian.  Lanoa* 
ablre  cotton  industries  have  reached 
an  anxious  period,  bordering  on  a  se- 
rious crisis.  There  Is  the'  poaalblllty 
of  the  Cotton  Control  Board  resign- 
ing unless  the  Oovernment  supports 
tta  policy  regarding  the'aueatlon  of 
unemployment. '  It  appears  that  the 
Board  of  Trade  ha*  reversed  the  Cot- 
ton Control  Board's  declson  to  abolish 
the  system  of  unemployment,  thus 
weakening  the  board's  position  In 
the  trade.

American  Food  Administrator 
Tells  London  Gathering  That 
Food  Supplies  Will  Be  Ample 
for  All  Allies.  , 


"In  seeking  President  Wilson's 
counsel  as  to  the  conference  of  the 
food  officials  which  is  now  in  pro- 
aress.  I  received  from  him  this  state- 
ment of  our  point  of  view  in  all  our 
food  nogrotiations: 

'"The  American  people  will  gladly 
and  willingly  make  any  sacriflces  in 
consumpUon  and  In  the  production  of 
foodstufts  that  will  maintain  the 
health,  comfort  and  the  courage  of 
the  people  of  the  Allied  countries. 
We  are  in  fact  eating  at  the  common 
table  with  them.'  "

LONDON,  July  23. — Speaking  at  a 
luncheon  in  his  honor  bx,  the  Lord  . 
Mayor  at  the  Mansion  House  today, 
Herbert  C.  Hoover,  the  American 
Food  Administrator,  gave  a  moat  re- 
assuring review  of  the  food  situation. 
"We  can  say  emphatically  that  all 
anxiety  as  to  the  great  essential  of 
food  Is  now  past."  Mr.  Hoover  de- 
clared. 

Mr.  Hoover  spoke  of  the  great  prob- 
lem  of  agricultural  substitution, 
which,  he  said,  was  dominated  by  two 
critical  and  related  factors,  the  flrst 
of  which  was  time  and  the  second  ex- 
perience in  fodder  and  land  produc- 
tivity. 

"To  Increase  bur  beef  production." 
continued  Mr.  Hoover,  "would  re- 
quire from  three  to  Ave  years.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  could  bring  about 
an  enormous  Increase  in  our  meat  and 
tat  produotibn,  through  swine,  within 
nine  or  twelve  months." 

Mf .  Hoover  said  the  American  ag- 
ricultural population  has  been  urged 
along  this  line  and  bad  been  given  as- 
surances which  had  led  to  a  wonder- 
ful increase  in  swine  production. 

"I  have  in  my  possession  the  needs 
(or  the  European  Allies  for  meats," 
the  Food  Administrator  went  on.  "We 
can  furnish  this  wholly  within  the 
next  twelve  months,  we  can  with  less 
pressure  of  saving  upon  oar  people 
export  18,000.000  tons,  if  necessary, 
and  to  this  Canada  will  add  3.000.000 
tons." 

After  announcing  that  all  anxiety 
had  passed,  Mr.  Hoover  continued: 
"We  are  building  ships  as  a  part  of 
our  submarine  defence.  We  have  now 
built  up  our  food  reserves  in  the  near- 
est market  as  a  further  defence. 

"In  practical  results  we  have  turn- 
ed the  corner,"  he  continued.  "Our 
loaf  will  ImprQve  in  quality,  and  we 
can  deliver  it  without  restriction  ex- 
cept as  an  Injunction  to  conserve. 

"Our  meat  and  fat  supplies  are 
ample,  and  beyond  this  we  can  build 
•jp  reserves  m  North  America  aifalnst 
the  possibility  of  a  short  harvest  next 
year. 

"The  period  of  our  anxieties  in  the 
matter  of  food  is.  in  all  essentials, 
now  past." 

Mr.  Hoover  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
late  Baron  Rhondda's  work  In  suc- 
cessful rationing. 

"In  that  work."  he  said,  "he^ld 
down  his  life,  but  not  until  the  na- 
tional peril  had  been  met  and  passed." 
Mr.  Hoover  said  that  the  Allies' 
food  administration  for  the  next  har- 
vest takes  on  a  new  phase  and  that 
the  submarine  menace  no  longer 
threatens  the  day  to  day  supply. 
Plans  could  be  proceeded  Ivith  for 
bringing  foo«>  to  the  Allies  In  saoh 
ways  and  from  such  sources  that 
shipping  shall  bo  conserved*  and  the 
matter  of  prints  importance  is  wis- 
dom in  formulating  •  plans  for  that 
purpr>se. 

"The  Allied  food  administrators  are 
gathering  to  take  couhcll  how  best  to 
utilize  their  resources,"  he  said. 
"While  220,000,000  people  in  Europe 
and  North  America  are  pitted  against 
the  GeiTnans.  they  are  abl«  to  cno- 
grntulate  themselves  on  having  sue- 
cessfully  pasned  through  a  bad  Win- 
ter and  entered  a  year  of  more  abun- 
dant food  Rupplies.  I  consider  there 
Is  further  raiiw  for  congratulation 
when  comparison  Is  made  whh  the 
situiitlon  of  the  enemy." 

Taking  a  broad  view,  Mr.  Hoover 
said.  "One  outstanding  and  dominant 
fact  la  perceived  within  the  German 
lines — hunger.  Although  a  body  of 
some  100.000  persons,  comprising  the 
dominating  spirit  In  Germany,  have 
been  able  to  put  ajralmit  the  right 
of  the  world  the  forces  of  some  ISO,- 
OOO.eno  people,  they  have  not  been 
able  to  produce  thoir  needed  food. 

"The  conquered  people.  alr«ady 
hungry,  are  being  slowly  but  surely 
starved,  atid  their  lo«  oT  life  through 
malnutrition  aad  starvation  daring 
th<«  period  before  the  next  harvsot

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WASlilNOTON,  July  23.— Under  the 
authority  recently  conferred  by  Con- 
gress, President  Wilson  today  Issued  a 
proclamation  taking  all  telephone  and 
telegraph  lines  under  Government  op- 
eration and  control  at  niidnisht  Wed- 
nesday, July  31. 

Although  Congress  empowered  him 
to  do  so,  the  President  did  not  include 
wireless  systems,  because  the  Navy 
already  is  in  control  of  them;  and  he 
also  did  not  IncluJe  ocean  cables,  pre- 
sumably because  contracts  the  cable 
companies  have  wHh  foreign  Oovern- 
ments  on  whose  shores  they  land  con- 
tain clauses  respecting  government  op- 
eration which  raised  involved  questions. 
The  navy  already  is  In  practical  con- 
trol of  trfe  cables  through  Its  censor- 
ship. 

The  President's  proclamation  placed 
administration  of  the  wireless  systems 
with  Postmaster-Oeneral  Burleson,  and 
provided  that  until  otherwise  decided 
the  present  managements  and  em- 
ployees will  continue.  Present  rtnan- 
cial  arrangements  will  continue  with 
the  approval  of  the  Postmantcr-Ueneral. 

In  a  statement  accomplinying  the 
President's  proclamation,  Postmaster- 
Oeneral  Gurlenon  announced  to  the 
country  that  his  policy  would  be  one 
of  the  least  Interference  with  the  wire 
communication  systems  consistent  with 
interests  and  needs  of  the  government. 

Press  wire  service,  Mf.  Burleson 
said,  would  be  Interfered  with  only  to 
improve  Its  facilities,  and  farmers'  tel- 
ephones would  be  Interfered  with  only 
to  facilitate  their  connection  with  the 
larger  lines.         j 

Postmaster-Oeneral  Burleison  will  ad- 
minister government  control  of  tele- 
phone and  telegraph  wires  through  a 
committee  of   which   he   will    be   chair- 


man. The  members  will  be  First  As- 
sistant Postmaster-Oeneral  John  C. 
Koons,  William  H.  Lamar,  solicitor  of 
the  post  office  department  and  David 
J.  Lewis,  former  congressman  from 
Maryland,  now  a  member  of  the  tariff 
commission. 

Regular  dividends  previously  de- 
clared, and  Interest  on  maturing  obli- 
gations, shall  continue  to  be  paid  until 
the  Postmaster-General  directs  other- 
wise and  subject  to  his  approval  the 
companies  may  arrange  renewal  and 
extension   of  maturing  obligations. 

The  Postmaster-general  in  his  dis- 
cretion may  hereafter  relinquisb  in 
whole  or  in  i>art  to  the  own*irs  any 
telegraph  or  telephone  system  over 
which  he  has  assumed  control.

British  Columbia  may  again  be 
asked  to  fill  the  farm  labor  deficiency 
on  the  Prairies.  Hon.  George  Law- 
rence, former  Minister  of  Agriculture 
in  the  Manitoba  Government,  now 
visiting  Victoria,  wired  Mr.  J.  D.  Mc- 
Gregor, farm  labor  director  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Food  Board,  yesterday,  urg- 
ing that  steps  be  taken  In  this  direc- 
tion. 

"Have  Just  r«nd  your  urgent  appeal 
to  farmers  re  saving  crops."  wrote  Mr. 
Lawrence.  "Expect  large  number  of 
ex- Prairie  farmers  would  assist  you 
from  British  Columbia  provided  cheap 
transportation  is  available.  Suggest 
the  Government  might  advise  use  of 
their  own  railway  for  this  patriotic 
purpose.  Offer  my  services  free  to 
assist  you  In  British  Columbia." 

Mr.  Lawrence  feels  confident  that 
there  is  sufficient  material  in  British 
Columbia  to  recruit  a  large  army  of 
farm  workers,  many  of  them  already 
experienced  in  grain  harvesting. 
IVee  IVansportatlon 

"If  the  Prairie  Governments  can 
persuade  the  railways  to  do  their 
share  towards  providing  transporta- 
tion that  will  not  cost  a  cent  to  the 
volunteers  we  will  have  a  splendid  in- 
ducement to  offer  those  who  are 
anxious  to  help  in  this  year's  harvest, 
which  may  mean  victory  or  defeat  for 
the  Allies."  Mr.  Lawrence  told  The 
Colonist.  "The  need  for  labor  is  acute 
and  must  be  filled.  Fair  wages  will 
be  paid,  and  I  feel  confident  that  free 
transportation  can  be  arranged." 

In  the  event  of  his  recommendation 
being  accepted.  Mr.  Lawrence  will  im- 
mediately organise  a  campaign  for 
the  mobilization  of  farm  workers 
throughout  British  Columbia.  He  ex- 
pects that  such  organizations  as  the 
Prairie  Clubs  will  be  able  to  render 
valuable  support  in  the  movement, 
and  the  fact  that  many  of  the  num- 
ber that  will  be  asked  to  enroll  them- 
selves in  Canada's  corps  of  food  pro- 
ducers will  have  the  opportunity  of 
working  close  to  their  pld  homes  and 
associations  is  expected  to  exercise  a 
strong  appeal.

EARLY  APOINTMENT 
OF  NEW  SHERIFF  HERE 

But  Who  Will  Secure  Office  So 
Lpng  and  Capably  Filled  by 
Sheriff  Richards  Is  Still  a 
Closely  Guarded  Secret. 


Beyond  the  certainty  that  an  early 
change  In  the  occupant  of  the  im- 
portant oirice  of  Sheriff,  an  office 
which  has  been  held  for  many  years 
by  Sheriff  Richardson,  will  be  made, 
mystery  surrounds  the  name  of  the 
Individual  who  will  be  given  the 
position. 

Strange  to  relate,  there  have  so  far, 
according  to  Attorney-General  Farris, 
been  no  applicants  for  the  position. 
In  Vancouver,  where  recently  Sheriff 
Hall,  for  twenty-flve  years  occupant 
of  the  position,  was  retired  and  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Macdonald.  defeated 
lAurier-Llberal  candidate  at  the  rec- 
ent federal  election,  was  appointed 
to  the  position,  the  applicants  for 
office  were  so  numerous  that  it  was 
with  a  sigh  of  relief  that  the  govern- 
ment nnally  accomplished  the  change, 
though  numerous  applicants,  con- 
vinced .that  they  were  entitled  to  the 
Job.  were  greatly  offended  that  the 
choice  did  not  fall  upon  them. 
Salary  WIU  Bo  Fixed 

Under  the  legislation  passed  at  the 
recent  session  of  the  Legislature  it 
was  provided  that  the  practice  hither- 
to prevailing  of  permitting  sheriffs 
to  remunerate  themselves  by  charging 
a  scale  of  fees  may  be  done  away 
with,  and  Instead  the  position  have 
a  salary  attached  thereto.

VANCOUVER,  July  23. — Secretary 
Andrew  Ooodlad.  of  the  Canadian 
Merchant  Service  Guild,  was  the  wit- 
ness at  this  morning's  session  of  the 
Royal  Commission  which  is  Investi- 
gating the  complaints  of  masters  and 
mates.  He  was  cross-examined  by 
Mr.  Douglas  Armour,  K.C..  for  the 
Union  SS.  Company:  Mr.  J.  E.  Mc- 
Muilen,  for  the  C.  P.  R.,  and  Mr.  H. 
B.  Robinson,  for  the  B.  C.  Towboat 
Owners'   Association. 

Mr.  Goodlad's  evidence  yesterday 
dealt  with  the  organisation  of  the 
guild,  and  the  negotiations  carried  on 
in  Its  efforts  to  obtain  recognition 
from  the  big  comfianles.  Ho  had 
dealt  step  by  step  with  the  negotia- 
tions and  the  threat  to  ^alk  out  was 
the  last  reaort. 

This  morning  Mr.  Armour  wished 
to  know  what  the  guild  intended  to 
do  if  the  report  of  the  Royal  Com- 
/Qlssion  went  against  it. 

"The  shipmasters  are  prepared  to 
stand  by  the  finding  of  this  commis- 
sion," replied  the  secretary.  , 
Mr.  MoMullen  was  anxious  to 
know  why  the  skippers  of  such  ves- 
sels' as  tbe  Princess  Charlotte  or  the 
Victoria  would  be  Interested  in  the 
conditions  on  a  small  tug  like  the 
Kildonan.

HIRED  AUTO  TRADE 


Garage  'IVlen  Claim  They  Pro- 
vide Unfair  Competition  and 
Ask  New  Rates— Cartage 
Men  Ask  Higher  Schedule. 


When  the  Hired  Vehicles  Commit- 
tee of  the  City  Council  meeta  this 
morning  to  consider  proposed  amend- 
menta  to  the  ordinance  regulating 
commercial  automobile  traffic  in  Vic- 
toria, it  may  receive  first  official  In- 
timation of  a  move  to  bar  the  Jit- 
ney's capacity  for  taking  the  cream 
of  the  auto  business. 

Taxi  men,  garage  and  auto  stand 
operators  claim  their  trade  has  been 
seriously  injured  by  the  practice  of 
the  Jitney  drivers  In  assuming  a  doji- 
ble  role  by  plying  the  regular  Jitney 
route  while  the  business  is  good,  and 
then,  when  opportunity  offers,  to  di- 
vert to  special  runs  for  the  extra 
money  there  is  in  it.  They  state 
that  the  Jitney  men  have  provided 
unfair  competition  by  doing  this,  as 
they  not  only  take  away  legitimate 
business  from  the  concerns  that  de- 
pend entirely  on  the  special  runs  for 
their  revenue,  but  often  sre  able 
to  cut  rates  on  account  of  their  other 
means  of  income. 

What  is  proposed  is  the  establish- 
ment of  a  uniform  rate  for  all  hired 
cars  Jpi  the  city,  and  a  schedule  of 
prices  has  been  submitted  to  the  city 
authorities,  setting  the  charge  per 
hour  for  flve-passenger  cars  at  |9 
and  for  car*  of  more  than  flve-pass- 
enger capacity,  14. 

The  Hired  Vehicles  Committee  will 
also  hear  the  arguments  of  the  Gen- 
eral Cartage  Association  In  respect 
to  a  request  for  higher  rates  In  de- 
livery service.  Increase  In  the  cost 
of  horse  feed  and  higher  wages  are 
given  as  the  reason  for  the  request.

Ten  thousand  tens  of  aeaersl  carso 
and  M  passengers  were  brouabt  across 
on  this  trip,  there  being  over  1.400  tons 
of  merobandlse  for  this  port  and  near- 
ly half  the  passeasers  debexklna  here. 

Amons  the  thlrty-elirtit  flrst-clasS 
pasaenaer*  who  left  the  vessel  at  Vlc« 
torla  were  many  members  of  the  var- 
ious white  business  sottlemeots  scat- 
tered up  and  down  the  coast  of  China, 
who  have^corae  here  for  a  Summer 
vacation  Instead  of  spendins  their  hol- 
iday in  Japan,  the  only  other  resort 
avaUable  to  them  now  that  European 
and  Australian  traffic  has  been  cur- 
tailed. 

Mr.  Paul  a.  Relnsch.  United  8Utes 
Ambassador  to  Pekln,  was  a  passencer 
on  board  the  Kashima  Maru,  and  said 
that  the  condition  of  things  in  China 
at  present  was  very  disturbed,  so  much 
BO  that  while  the  whole  sympathy  of 
the  educated  people  was  In  favor  of  the 
Allies,  yet  there  was  very  little  which 
China,  as  a  nation,  could  do  to  aid  In 
the  prosecution  of  the  war.  He  said 
he  was  taking  a  few  weeks'  holiday 
after  having  been  steadily  on  the  job 
for  the  past  five  years.  Mr.  Relnsch 
left  for  the  East  on  the  S:45  Vancou- 
ver boat. 

"Every  time  a  city  In  the  Chinese 
civil, war  sons  changes  hands  it  causes 
a  shudder  throughout  Shanghai's  bos- 
Iness  district,"  said  Mr.  O.  Thorlsen. 
whe  le  spending  a  vacation  from  the 
"troubles  of  keeping  the  itrlngs  of  bun- 
Tnees  from  getting  snarled  up,"  as  h« 
put  it.  Mr.  Thortsen  said  that  Shang- 
hai was  nearly  denuded  of  white  men 
of  military  age  now.  The  affairs  of 
the  settlement,  which  controls  a  high 
percentage  of  the  interior  business  of< 
China,  are  being  looked  after  by  elder- 
ly white  men  aided  by  half-castes  and 
educated  Chinese.  He  stated  that  China 
was  in  many  ways  more  pro«|)erou8 
than  before  the  war,  but  th^re  were 
whole  districts  which  were  subject  to 
raiding  and  counter-raiding,  from  which 
heartrending  stories  come  to  tidewater 
nearly  every  day.  in  fact,  that  sort  of 
tale  18  getting  so  common  that  but  :it> 
tie  attention  is  paid  it  now. 

A  large  party  of  mlssi^aries  who 
were  returning  after  many  years  of 
work  in  China  and  Japan  also  remarh- 
ed  on  the  present  turbulence  In  the 
southern  provinces  of  China,  and  a 
rumor  that  the  northern  and  southern 
sections  of  the  country  had  come  to 
an  agreement  was  eagerly  canvassed 
when  the  Kashima  was  being  warped 
alongside,  the  general  feeling  of  the 
missionaries  being  that  If  there  was 
a  separation  between  the  sections  of 
the  country  there  would  be  a  good 
chance  of  things  settling  down  with 
a   strong,  government   in  each  section. 

The  Kashima  Marue  will  leave  early 
this  morning,  after  working  eargo  all

Catches  are  steadily  im- 
proving, and  this  year  the  company 
la  looklns:  forward  to  an  output  that 
will  effectually  place  all  past  roe-' 
ords  in  .the  shade.  It  ia  planning 
general  expansion,  alao,  and  while 
the  only  evidence  of  flaher^ea  activ- 
ity at  Sooke  Harl>or  la  tha  trapa  that 
have  stood  there  many  yeara,  thoee 
trapa  are  beglnnlnB  to  mean  far  more 
to  the  dlatrlct  that  they  did  in  the 
old  days.  On  July  2,  for  instance, 
the  nets  were  hffiiled  up  and  forty 
tons  of  Sprintr  salmon  were  dumped 
out  and  shipped  away.  That  catch 
was  twice  as  big:  aa  any  other  in  the 
harbor's  history.

The 
Spring  sdlmon  run.  now  about  over, 
was  sati^fctory,  and  the  Indication 
foi-  sockeyes  are  promising.  LAst 
Thursday  the  sockeye  catoh  ran  into 
1,100  Ash,  and  the  season  has  hardly 
begun.  Last  year  the  sockeye  season 
was  almost  a  disastrous  failure,  dut  to 
the  slides  on  the  Fraser  River,  but 
the  1917  run  will  have  no  effect  what- 
ever on  thla  year's  pack,  for  salmon 
runs  occur  In  four-year  cyclea,  and 
the  19 IS  catch  ahould  therefore  bear 
resemblance  to  that  of  four  yeara 
ago.     The    1914   catch  waa  goodi 

FKsh  Fiah  for  Victoria     ^  . 

Thanks  to  the  Sooke  Harbor  Com- 
pany, Victoria  is  now  getting  fresh 
salmon,  cod,  flounders,  hake  and 
other  varieties  of  groundflah  a  few 
hours  after  they  were  caught,  where 
a  few  montha  ago  the  city  had  to 
wait  nearer  a  week  for  its  supply. 
While  the  company  haa  anfllclent  de- 
mand from  outalde  to  keep  it  buay' 
filling  orders,  it  aaw  the  Juatiea  of 
Victoria's  demand  for  an  Improved 
supply  of  fresh  fish  and  made  ar- 
rangements to  have  the  Sooke  Har- 
bor product  marketed  locally.

One  of  the  great  mechanical  ex- 
pectatlona  of  the  past  six  months 
haa  been  the  Liberty  motor,  which 
haa  more  than  su'rpaased.  It  la  under- 
stood, the  hope  of  the  Washington 
officials  whom  it  had  to  pass.  The 
production  is  going  ahead  now  at 
an  extraordinary  rate,  statistics  show- 
ing that  approximately  140  motors 
a  day  are  being  turned  out,  bnt  the 
programme  calls  for  about  800  a  day, 
or  nearly  10,000  per  month,  to  deal 
with  the  aeroplane-equipment  needs 
for  which  the  motors  are  chiefly  to 
be  utilised. 

The    Wall,  Street    Journal    a    few 
days  ago  gave  some  interesting  infor- 
mation  on   the   subject:      The    heavy 
producers  are  now  Packard,  Lincoln 
Motor  Co.,  Ford  and  CadilUc.  all  lo- 
cated In  or  near  Detroit,  and  the  Mar- 
mon  Company  in  Indianapolis.      Im- 
portant  Interests   in      the     aeroplane 
Held  say  that  while  the  Liberty  motor 
will  be  the   dominating  motor  under 
our  aeroplane  programme,  other  mo- 
tors will   be   extensively   used.      Nbt 
only   will    other   motors   be   used   for 
training,  but  also  will  be  installed  in 
the    heavy    flghting    plan(p    and    the 
bombing  planes.     Jhe  Sunbeam    and 
Hispano-Sulxa  motors  will  ultimately 
be  turned  out  In   large  numbers     In 
this   ^country.      The    Willys- Overland 
Automobile   Company  Is   making   the 
Sunboam      motors     at     ita   CanadUin 
plant,     although     the     order     under 
which  tho  company  la  now  operating 
la    entirely    for    the    British    Govern- 
ment    The  Wright-Martin     Aircraft 
Corporation    is    the    manufacturer   of 
the  Hispano-Suisa  motor,  and  is  turn- 
ing them  out  at  the  rate  of  twenty  a 
day.     With  the  completion  of  the  al- 
teraUons  at   the    new   Wright-Martin 
plant  in  Long  Island  City,  a  produc- 
tion of  these  motors  will  be  brought 
up  to  fifty  a  day.     The  Sunbeam  mo- 
tor was  originally  the  product  of  the 
Sunbiam     Automobile     Company     of 
England.      But   the   Sunbeam    motor 
now  being  made  in  Canada  differa  In 
many   rcapecta   from    the   old   motor, 
and   has  many  of  the  characterlstlca 
of  tha  Hiapano-Sulsa.     The     Willys- 
Overland  people  have  made  exhaus- 
tive tesu  on  the  Sunbeam  motor,  and 
aro  convinced  that  it  haa  no  peer  for 
aeroplane    parpoaes.      The    War    De- 
partment recently  offered  Wlllys-Ovcr- 
land  a  contract  for  the  manufacture 
of  several    thousand   Liberty   motors. 
The   company  repUed   that   It   would 
prefer  to  manufacture  Sunbeam  mo- 
tors, aa  it  now  haa  the  equipment  for 
such  manufacture.     The  negotiations 
are  still  going  on.

eo  declares  Oapt  L.  F.  Houghton, 
C.A.M.C.,  who  recently  returned  from 
overseas  as  senior  Medical  OfAcer  in 
charge  of  a  ship  bringing  ba«k  from 
war- tossed  Kurope  six  hundred 
wounded  and  disable  dmen  and  three 
hundred  women  and  children.  At 
Halifax  he  received  further  instruc- 
tions to  proceed  West  In  charge  ot 
the  train  which  brought  the  "veterans 
back  to  their  home  towns,  and  oa 
reaching  Victoria.  fTom  which  he 
went  overseas  more  than  two  years 
ago  as  M.O.  with  the  88th  Battalion, 
he  waa  detailed  for  duty  with  the  per- 
manent medical  board,  MJ>.  No.  11. 
He  has  opened  an  ofifkse  at  40S  Camp- 
bell ibullding.  and  declares  tha(  it  la 
with  the  greatest  happiness  that  he 
preparea  to  settle  down  once  more  In 
what  appears  to  him  "the  ideal  8x>ot 
of  Canada." 

For  eighteen  months  in  the  midst 
of  things  In  FYance  the  doctor  Is  one 
of  three  members  of  the  family  who 
has  been  "giving  a  hand"  over  there, 
as  Mrs.  Houghton,  who  left  here  very 
shortly  after  her  husband  went  over- 
seas, has  been  nursing  with  the  Brit- 
ish Red  Cross  for  the  last  year  and 
a  half  and  is  at  present  assistant - 
matron  at  Roeliampton  Hospital,  quite 
near  London;  while  their  eldest  son, 
Frank,  when  the  war  broke  out  a 
Cadet  at  the  Koyal  Naval  College, 
Halifax,  is  now  aub-Iieutenant  in  the 
Canadian  navy,  attached  now  to  the 
Imperial  navy,  and  second  in  com- 
mand of  a  torpedo- t>oat  destroyer. 
Thetr  second  son,  Wynn,  who  was  a 
Btudefnt  at  the  ColIegUte  School  four 
years  ago,  has  been  attending  school 
at  Berkhampstead.  but  next  mpnth 
will  pass  into  the  Imperial  army 
training  school.  Dick,  the  youngest, 
is  not  yet  of  military  age,  and  is  still 
at  school  at  Berkh&mpatead. 
Waa  at  Etaplea 

The  88th  (Battalion  was  broken  up 
about  six  weeks  after  reaching  Eng- 
land. Capt  Houghton  as  their  M.O. 
was  sent'  to  Hastings,  E^aom  and 
other  places,  being  kept  busy  on 
hosp>taI  work  in  England  until  the 
beginning  of  1917.  On  February  28, 
last  year,  he  vv-as  sent  across  to 
France.  For  six  months  he  was  work- 
at  the  base,  but  eventually  reached 
the  Lens  area,  spending  nine  montha 
there.  Including  April  and  May,  when 
the  heavy  flghting  was  on  and  the 
heavy  toll  of  casualties  In  flrlng-llne, 
hospital  and  among  the  civilian  po- 
pulation kept  all  the  medical  men 
fully  occupied.  Dr.  Houghton  waa  for 
three  months  at  BtaplM.  and  knew 
intimately  all  the  hospitals  that  were 
bombed  by  the  Germans  during  the 
last   few   months.. 

"There  can'  be  no  doubt  that  the 
bombing  of  these  places  was  abso- 
lutely deliberate,  as  the  hospltala  were 
a  mile  away  from  the  camp,  and  all 
clearly  marked.  It  is  well-known  too 
that  the  Germans  threatened  to  bomb 
the  hospitals  a  year  ago,"  stated  the 
doctor. 

Capt  Houghton  referred  to  the 
magni'flcent  organisation  of  both  the 
Imperial  and  Canadian  hospitals  in 
France.  It  wai  at  this  point  he  made 
his  observation  about  the  popularity 
of  the  Canadians  among  the  FVench 
civilian  population.  He  also  spoke  of 
the  evacuation  of  the  re-devRj<tated 
areas  of  France  during  the  recent  big 
boche   drive. 

narrowing  Sight 

'It  waa  one  of  the  moat  pathetic 
and  harrowing  aighu  I  ever  witness- 
ed— the  flight  of  the  civilian  popula- 
tion from  the  evacuated  areas."  he 
noied.  "During  April  and  May  I  saw 
tens  of  thousands  of  old  men  and 
women  and  amall  children,  carrying 
what  they  could  of  their  little  belong- 
ings, marching  back  to  safety.  The 
French  Mission  was  organized  to  feed 
these  people  as  they  pass  through  the 
villages,  and  the  BriUsh,  too,  do  a 
great  deal  in  this  way.  There  are 
special  canteens  in  the  villages  where 
food  is  given  out  gratis." 

Medical  attention  for  soldiers  is  not 
the  only  phase  of  a  Canadian  doctor's 
work  in  France  at  such  times.  Dr. 
Houghton  stated  that  any  civilian  in- 
jured in  a  bombing  raid  in  France 
was  taken  first  of  all  to  a  casualty 
clearing  station  in  a  military  ambu- 
lance. Also  m  the  Tlllagea  the  army 
doctor  was  called  upon  to  attend 
many  cases  of  siclcness,  particularly 
at  euch  times  as  tha*  referred  to, 
when  hordes  of  peasanta  were  mov- 
ing back  to  safety.  As  an  InsUnce 
he  recalled  having  attended  one  poor 
old  Frenchwoman  who  was  discover- 
ed lying  In  an  outside  stable  suffer- 
ing acutely  with  pneumonia*  the  re- 
sult of  exposure  and  anxiety  at  losing 
her  home. 

After  eighteen  months  In  France 
Dr.  Houghton  reached  England  about 
the  beginning  of  June  this  year.  For 
three  weeks  he  was  on  "boarding" 
work,  then  received  notice  to  come 
back  to  Canada  on  ship  duty.  One  of 
the  mlght-easily-have-been-dlapens- 
ed-with  thrills  of  the  voyage  occurred 
when  they  were  oiT  the  coast  of  Ire- 
land, one  of  their  convoys  being  tor- 
pedoed and  sunk  within  three  hun- 
dred yards  of  their  traaaport 

"She  sank  twenty-two  minutea  after 
being  torpedoed,"  he  recalled.  "The 
submarine  was  undoubtedly  sunk,"  he 
noted  wtth  gratlflcatlon.

RAILWAYS  EXPECTED 
TO  INCREASE  RATES 

OTTAWA.  July  28. — Thero  to 
every  likelihood  ot  a  considerable  in- 
crease In  freight  rates  in  Canada  he- 
Ing  ordered  by  the  railway  commis- 
sion as  a  result  of  the  McAdoo  sched- 
ule of  railway  workers'  wages  hav- 
ing been  advanc«tf.  Announcement 
to  this  effect  may  be  expected  short- 
ly. It  is  said  that  the  increase  may 
be  as  high  as  25  per  cent  on  exist- 
ing teriffs.  despite  the  IS  per  cent  al- 
ready granted  during  the  present 
year. 

Although  the  probability  of  a  gen- 
ei'al  strike  of  the  shopmen  has  been 
averted,  the  Government  In  apply- 
ing the  McAdoo  schedule  to  all  rail- 
way employees,  organised  and  other- 
wise, has  placed  an  additional  bur- 
den oa  tho  railways,  and  this,  it  is 
steted.  must  be  balanced  by  con- 
siderable  increase  ia   ratoo. 

For  the  last  three  days  the  traffic 
officials  of  all  Canadian  railways  have 
been  In  consultetion  with  the  railway 
commission  both  here  and  in  Mont- 
real, and  tt  is  InUmated  unofficially 
that  thoir  action  is  to  reach  an  agree- 
ment on  the  exact  proportion  of  the 
rate    Increase    required.

Tonight  a  public  meeting  will  be 
held  by  the  carriers  mX  the  Xnlghte 
of  Pythias  Hall,  North  Park  Street, 
at  which  the  full  deUiU  of  the  ex- 
isting attngtlon  and  the  eauaes  lead- 
ing up  to  it  will  be  diaooeeed,  the 
idea  being  to  give  the  puhUo  the  full- 
est information  concerning  the  aitu- 
ation  and  explain  the  attitude  of  the 
atrlking  carriers.

be  effected  by  the  longshoremen  re- 
fusing to  work  on  any  vessel  fron 
which  mail  is  landed  by  non-union 
mall  employees.  Intimation  that 
such  a  oontlngency  might  arise  has 
been  forwarded,  it  waa  stated  yes- 
terday, to  Hen.  T.  W.  CretaMTs.

Retemed  Men  Jein  Union 

Intimation  received  by  the  strik- 
ing carriers  yeMerday  that  the  $1M 
bonus  authcrlxed  by  the  Oovermnant 
at  the  recent  session  of  the  Dominion 
Parliament  did  not  apply  to  the  aaan 
on  the  temporary  Hat.  nor  to  single 
men,  did  more  to  strengthen  the 
hands  of  the  strikers  than  anything 
else  since   the  atrike  started. 

Tills  means  that  some  seventeen 
returned  men  who  are  on  the  tern* 
poilLry  list  cannot  secure  the  benefit 
of  the  bonus.  Indeed,  it  was  said 
last  night  that  of  the  aixty  men 
now  out.  Including  carriers,  poriers, 
messengers  and  collectors,  not  more 
than  ten  wiu  secure  the  boneflt  of 
the  bonus.  Immediately  the  seven- 
teen men  made  known  their  decieion 
to  Join  the  Letter  Carriers'  Union  and 
did  sa  A  similar  step  was  taken  by 
temporary   men  In  Vancovver.

July  s:.— The  after- 
aoon'a  session  of  the  shipplna  inquiry 
before  the  Royal  Commission  waa  de- 
voted laraely  to  tlie  evidence  of  tow- 
boat  maatere  who  were  called  to  the 
atand  by  D.  E.  MeXascert,  counsel  for 
the  Canadian  HerelWDt  Service  Guild. 
Evidence  deallnar  with  oraanlsatlone  of 
sbtiMnasters  and  matea  of  coaetwlae 
trade  ia  Australia  and  the  United 
dtatea  were  also  aubmltted.  The  tow- 
beat  men  told  of  leaa  hours  aad.  heavy 
atralne.  One  captain  aaid  the  shifts 
of  work  varied  from  IS  to  31  houre. 

Captain  V.  M.  White,  of  Seattle,  a 
master  of  41  years'  experience,  told  of 
the  American  orcanlsatlons.  He  teatl- 
fled  that  American  masters  on  the  AI- 
aaka  trade  reoelved  |S00.  The  major 
veasels  carried  two  i>llota  at  1210  each. 
The  pre-war  rata  for  masters  of  major 
vessels  was  Mte.  Captain  Thomas 
Patrick  Quinn,  master  mariner  and 
pilot  from  Seattle,  now  engased  under 
the  American  .shippinr  board,  when 
called  testified  that  he  had  spent  SI 
years  on  the  sea.  2S*  years  on  thia 
Coast.  He  said  all  boats  to  Alaska,  as 
low  as  vessels  of  CtO  ton^.  had  masters 
who  received  t'tO  a  month.  There 
were  two  pilots  on  ail  but  the  small 
boats,  and  on  these  the  mato  took  a 
pilot  watch  and  received  |2S0  a  month.

As  If  ta  commemoration  of  tkls 
supreme  fSet.  there  haa  aprunlr  up  in 
tha  very  hoart  of  Boclaifflra  Little 
Belgium,  with  fkctory,  houaea,  church, 
achoole  and  cafe  oomplote.  Save  for 
the  broad  north-country  accent  of  the 
senial  policeman  who  repreaents  the 
majeaty  of  Easlish  law,  you  will  hear 
nauBht  but  Flemish  jloA  Walloon 
spoken  in  lU  streets.  Step  Inside  Lit- 
tle Belgium  for  a  moment,  and  you 
will  And  yourself  breathing  a  different 
air — leaa  dour,  leaa  responsible,  more 
full  of  the  seat  of  life  than  the  atmos- 
phere of  the  Enghind  which  Birdlea 
It  around. 

BdgteBS  ta  Actirtty 

Should  y^u  be  a  lincuiat,  you  may 
chat  with  Belgian  aoldlers  wounded 
in  the  service  of  their  country,  or  talk 
with  one  of  tbe  trim  Belgian  house- 
wives as  she  tends  her  shining  pots 
and  pans  or^  gives  the  flnlahing 
touches  to  her  speck  less  white  napery. 
Should  your  tongue  be  of  scant  aer- 
vlca  to  you  aa  a  medium  of  communi- 
cation, you  aaay  watch  tho  Slater  of 
Mercy,  in  her  gracioua,  flowing  robes, 
as  aha  takea  her  way  to  the  glria' 
achool,  or  liaten  to  tho  haunting 
cadencea  of  the  Belgian  melodiea 
which  come  floating  on  the  air  from 
claaarodm  or  cafe.  Or,  if  you  will,  you 
may  wander  into  tha  factory  and 
watch  the  aturdy  Belgian  employees 
at  their  work,  or  atray  into  the  gar- 
dens and  see  what  fair  flowera  an 
exile  may  raise  upon  an  alien  soil. 

You  will  And  this  miniatura  Bel- 
glum  neatllng  in  one  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful valleys  of  Northern  England,  not 
far  from  the  wharves  and  dockyards 
of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne.  It  Is  called 
Ellzabethville,  after  King  Albert's 
heroic  consort,  and  several  of  its 
atraets  bear  the  names  of  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Belgian  Royal  family. 
But  Blixabethville  la  not  unmindful 
of  ita  Alliea.  There  Is  a  Place  George 
V.  and  a  Boulevard  Queen  Mary, 
while  General  Joffre  and  Lord  Kitch- 
ener are  alao  commemorated. 

Helptac  to  Wta  War 

Here,  in  thia  amall  but  compact 
community,  aome  four  thouaand  Bel- 
gians are  amployad,  making  ahells  for 
the  Brltlah  army,  and  hora  their  wives 
and  children  have  found  a  peaceful 
haven  after  the  horrora  of  their  dev- 
astated homeland.  Ellsabethville  is  a 
memorial,  ralaed  by  tha  Britlah  Gov- 
ernment in  honor  of  the  tie  which 
binda  England  to  Belgium,  and,  as  the 
Belgian  Miniater  of  War  haa  declared, 
it/Shows  in  moat  practical  form  "What 
the  co-operation  of  the  two  Allied 
nations  can  produce." 

It  was  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  then  Min- 
ister of  Munitions,  who  was  reapon- 
aible  for  the  establishment  of  Little 
Belgium  at  BliKabethville.  The  Bel- 
gian Ooyemment  was  at  flrst  loth  to 
releaae  the  neoeaaary  men.  aa  they 
could  be  found  only  in  her  fighting 
forcea.  but  eventually  it  warmly  co- 
operated in  the  propoaal,  on  the  un- 
derstanding that  only  Belgians  should 
be  employed  at  the  factory  and  that 
th<^  should  be  under  the  control  of 
a  Belgian  general  manager.  Thia  con- 
dition waa.  of  course,  willingly  agreed 
to.  It  waa  indeed  tha  easenee  of  the 
scheme,  and  some  four  thousand 
workmen  were  sent  over,  with  a  full 
managing  ataff.  Out  ef  thia  number, 
nearly  90  per  cant  have  aeen  aervlca. 
while  about  three-quartera  have  been 
wounded  in  the  fleld.  Some  four  hun- 
dred, moreover,  have  bean  decorated 
for  diatingulahed  military  .  aervioe. 
Ths  man  are  c^Jioerful  and  happy  and 
their  amiling  facaa  teatify  to  the^ 
appraoiatloa  of  their  sarroundinga. 

Tha  ataeka  ef  6-loch  and  t-inch 
ahella  waiting  In  the  atoreroom  to  be 
tranaportad  to  the  front  bear  wltneas 
to  their  energy  and  industry.  Already 
the  taetory  haajprovided  more  than  a 
million  and  a  half  shells  for  the  Brit- 
ish army,  and  as  regards  the  eoonomy 
of  output,  it  la  auflloient  to  remark 
that  in  December,  1914,  the  number 
of  pounda  paid  out  fortnightly  in 
wagea  waa  double  the  number  of  the 
weakly  production  ot  ahella,  while  to- 
day the  two  flgures  balance  one  an- 
other, although  In  the  meantime  the 
rata  of  pay  haa  been  increased. 
Cosy  Hoeaas  aad  Happy  Life 

But  BlhMibethviUa  ia  aomething 
mora  than  a  factory.  It  ia  a  town. 
When  the  Belgian  aoldler  downa  toola, 
after  a  hard  day'a  work,  he  returns 
to  the  comfort  of'  a^ell-kept  heme 
and  finds  his  wife  aad  bairns  waiting 
to  welcome  him  on  the  threshold.  The 
town  has  been  planned  on  the  moat 
approved  linee  of  modern  building, 
and  the  utmost  oars  has  been  taken 
to  aeeure  that  the  houaea  are  com- 
forUble  and  pleaAnt  to  the  eye.  All 
tha  furniture  and  utensils  have  been 
'supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Munitions, 
and  the  interiors  of  the  cottages  pre- 
aant  a  cosy  picture  of  happy  home 
Ufa. 

Bach  houao  has  it  oVn  water  aupply 
and  aanitary  arrangamanta,  and  elec- 
tric light  la  laid  on  throughout  In 
the  evenlnga  yon  may  aaa  tho  proud 
owner  digging  in  hia  own  garden  or 
aaaisUng  in  tha  great  allotment  cam- 
paign which  is  now  being  preaaed 
with  aueh  succeaa  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  Bngland.  The 
weokM  paymenta  made  by  the  tenanta 
Ibovai^ent.  rates  and  tha  uae  of  the 
houaehold  fumtturet  and  are  not 
baaed  upon  any  idea  of  profit. 
A  Model  Town 

Tha  atraeta  ara  wide  and  pleasantly 
planned,  and  the  ample  space  allowed 
dUrarantiataa  BUsabethville  from  the 
industrial  quarters — eo  often  ugly  and 
OTOrorowded — of  th^  older  towns.  Aa 
ia  wall  known,  tha  Mlnlatry  ef  *»na| 
tietia.  in  the  houalng  arrangementa 
which  It  haa  made  for  the  groat  army 
of  munttlen  werkara  which  haa  been 
called  teto  exkrtence  by  tha  war.  haa 
praaaadad  vary  largely  upon  Tlardan 
City**  llaas.  aad  has  enlisted  tha  ser- 
vloes  of  some    of    tbe    most    dlstln-

In  the  large  cafe  and  recreation 
hall,  at  the  sign  of  the  Chsval  Blanc, 
the  features  of  the  Brussels  cafe  are 
reproduced  as  exactly  as  posalMa. 
Oamee.  concerts,  boxing  matahaa, 
wreatllng  bouta — such  lane  aome  of 
the  diveraions  in  which  the  inhabi- 
tanu  of  Bliaabethville  delight,  and 
the  recreation  hall  in  the  natural  cen- 
tre of  the  social  life  of  the  town. 
Shopptag  Made  Kaay 

Shopping  in  Ellsabethville  ia  a  sim- 
pler and  leaa  exacting  procesa  than 
elsewhere,  for.  in  addition  to  the 
butcher's  shop,  where  the  Belgian 
mother  sends  her  little  girl  to  draw 
tbe  family  meat  ration  aa  if  aha  were 
a  British  housewife  born,  there  is  only 
one  emporium  to  satisfy  the  varied 
needs  of  the  community. 

At  this  village  Wanamaker's  you 
may  purchase — of  course  from  Bel- 
gian salesmen  and  women — all  that 
you  require  for  your  household,  and 
yoy  need  have  no  fear  that  you  are 
being  "fleeced"  by  soma  rapaoioua  re- 
tailer. There  ia  a  plentiful  aupply  of 
gooda  at  Ellsabethville.  and  many  a 
London  suburb  would  envy  it  its 
CaciUties  for  rapid  and  satlsflactery 
purohkse. 

House  of  Prayer 

The  Church  ef  8t  Michael  Is  a 
plain,  simple  building,  but  it  is  bright 
and  decorously  ornate  witM^  How 
many  a  petition  must  have  been 
offered  within  these  humble  walls  for 
a  brother,  a  son.  a  sweetheart,  still 
serving  in  the  fleld.  How  many  a 
prayer  for  victory  must  have  been 
uttered.  Hew  many  a,  silent  tear 
must  have  been  droppAl  in  remem- 
brance of  happier  days  and  tha 
aweet  aanltlea  of— home   and   flreaide. 

And  le  bon  Dleu  muat  have  liatened, 
too.  to  many  a  sign  of  thankfulnaas 
that  after  the  tortures  and  terrors  of 
an  invaded  country,  the  worahlppera 
have  found  a  quiet  haven  in  thia 
peaceful  Engllah  valley.  Thia  almple 
ahrine  is.  indeed,  holy  ground,  rich 
in  more  aacred  memoriea  than  many 
a  cathedral.  It  is  the  church  of  the 
azilea.  whence  the  wiadowa  ard  al- 
ways open  towards  Jerusalem.

trouble  once  more. 

There  la  a  apecial  matatnicy  ward 
in  the  hoepital.  where  the  new  citlsans 
of  BlixabethvtnC  find  dainty  cota 
ready  for  their  arrival,  and  where 
aweet  flowera  and  fruit  bear  a  breath 
of  the  ceuntrysi^f. 

Happy  BdBtan  PiUdrea 

And  what  of  the  children  ?  Let  the 
bright  looks  and  merry  faces  In  the 
playground  of  the  girls'  school  tell 
their  own  story.  Ellsabethville  is  it- 
self a  baby  town,  and  Its  children  lead 
a  free  and  happy  life.  Oo  Into  the 
classroom  and  hear  the  girls  singing 
their  school  songs,  or  watch  the  boys, 
intently  listening  while  their  master, 
still  in  army  uniform.  Instructs  them 
in  the  language  of  their  temporary 
hosts. 

Or  pay  a  visit  of  Inspection  to  the 
Boy  Scouts'  Troop  which  has  been 
formed  at  Ellsabethville  and  hear  the 
boys  give  three  lusty  oheers  for  Eng- 
land. ToH  will  then  know  something 
of  the  vigor  and  health  which  course 
through  the  veins  of  this  young  eom- 
munlty  and  will  cherish  no  fears  for 
tha  Belgium  which  ia  to  ba  after  tha 
war. 

For' if  BllsabethvUle  is  something 
more  than  a  factory  it  Is  also  some- 
thing more  than  a  fact.  It  is  a  sym- 
bol. And  aymbola  are  mora  potent 
and  enduring  things  than  faeta. 
Blisabethville  plaeaa  on  record,  in 
the  indoatry  ef  ita  workmen,  in  the 
courage  and  reaouroefalnaaa  of  ita 
women  folk,  in  the  ch^pful  good 
BplriU  of  its  boys  and  girls,  that  Bel- 
gium will  arise  again,  her  atrength  re- 
newed aad  her  aatloaal  vigor  unim- 
paired. 

In  building  Ellaabtthvllle,  Boglaad 
has  given  a  hostage  to  the  future  and 
has  written,  ia  letters  of  bricks  apt 
mortar,  her  determination  that  Hel- 
glum.  at  whoee  call  her  manhood 
flocked  to  the  colors,  shall  be  restored 
in  fulleat  integrity  and  recompensed 
— so  far  as  recompenee  la  humanly 
poaalMo— far  the  Immaasaiahla  crime 
which  has  been  perpetrated  against 
her.
